SMITHWICK PULLED GUN, STARTED SHOOTING 
EYE WITNESS TELLS JURY IN MURDER TRIAL

gunshot slaying of Radio Commen- 
tator W. H. (Bill) Mason on an 
Alice street was recounted today 
as the Sam Smithwick trial reach- 
ed the testimony stage. 


Avelino Saenz, who was with 


Mason in the latter's car shortly 
before the veteran news and radio 
man was killed last July 29, testi- 
fied Smithwick "pulled out a gun" 
and the shooting followed. 
Under questioning from District 
Attorney James K. Evetts, Saenz 
told how he met Mason at a rail- 
road depot in Alice that morning 
and how they drove out on San 
Felipe street. 
Saenz has said he 
was helping Mason to gather ma- 
terial for a summary of Alice street 
conditions. 
Smithwick Spotted. 


He told of seeing Smithwick ap- 


proach, from the opposite direction 
in a red pickup truck. 
"What did Smithwick do?" Ev- 
etts asked. 


"He stick his hand out, and we 
both stopped." 


The scars stopped about ten feet 
apart, headed in opposite direc- 
tions, Saenz said. 


"What did Sam Smithwick do 
then?" Evetts asked. 


"He stepped out of his 
truck 
and then he got.close to Mr. Ma- 
son." 


Saenz said Mason was sitting in 
the driver's seat. 
' 
"What did Smithwick do then?" 
"He asked him if he was Mr. 
Mason, Mr. Mason said 'yes'." 
Saenz said they talked to each 


other "just a couple of minutes." 
"What happened then?" 


Gun Pulled Out. 
"Mr. Smithwick told me to get 
out. He pulled out a gun. Mr. Ma- 
son started saying 'Wait a minute' 
and 'what's the matter with you' 
and started trying.... 
At that point Exetts aske.d Saenz 
to show the jury what Mason did: 


Saenz turned tp,-tlie jury and 
waved his hands In front of his 
face, palms outward. 


Saenz said he heard a shot as 
he was getting out of the car. He 
said Mason got out and called 
'Help," 
then 
vcrawled 
under 


Smithwick's pickup on the opposite 
side of the street. 


"Did you see Mr. Mason attempt 


:o grab Smithwick?" Evetts asked. 
"No, Sir."

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RECOGNITION FOR 


CHINA 


Ardent friends of Nation- 


alist China are beginning to 
resign themselves to the 
prospect of United States 
recognition for the Commun- 
ist government of China as 
an inevitable conclusion to 
our part in the fray. Prob- 
ably recognition is inevit- 
able. But it is neither nec- 
essary nor wise that it be 
granted in the immediate 
future, even should the Na- 
tionalist government utterly 
collapse and disappear. 


The British act of recog- 


nition has been a strong^ in- 
fluence on American think- 
ing. But the British had some 
reason for precipitate ac- 
tion, in the need to provide a 
basis for protection of their 
territorial interests at Hong 
Kong. We have less reason 
for haste. 
There are, in fact, sound 


reasons for delay, even be- 
yond the time when the Na- 
tionalist 
government may 


cease to have any real being. 
We should wait for the Com- 
munist government of China 
to demonstrate a sufficient 
desire for United States rec- 
ognition to be willing and 
ready to set up relations on 
a dignified and, if not a 
friendly, at least a courte- 
ous basis. We should require 
that the Communists prove 
that they have real control 
over the areas of China they 
claim as theirs, to the extent 
of being able to assure prop- 
er reception of .American of- 
ficials and to prevent indig- 
nities to or abuse of Ameri- 
can nationals. . 


In short, we should not 
hasten to recognize a new 
government of China and 
trust that it will then begin 
to behave like a govern- 
ment. We should wait for it 
to show responsibility and a 
desire for proper interna- 
tionla relations.

This authority to veto sep- 
arate items of a bill has nev- 
er been given to the Presi- 
dent, although more than 
three-fourths of the states 
havo given such a veto to 
their governors. There is 
strong opposition to this idea 
by defenders of the purse- 
string prerogatives of Con- 
grses.

SPAIN AS AN ALLY 


' Why is there so much vo- 
cal enthusiasm for recogniz- 
ing the Spanish govern- 
ment? Much of it comes 
from amateur military stra- 
tegists who think that Spain 
could render valuable aid in 
any new war in Europe. 
These theorists would have 
their ardor chilled if they 
read the viewa of Col. Man- 
uel Estrada, former chief of 
etaff of the Spanish Repub- 
lican army.

Spanish railroads have a 


different gauge from those 
used in the rest of Europe. 
Standard cars and locomo- 
tives sent from the United 
States would be absolutely 
of no use. The roads are bad, 
to, winding for much of the 
way through mountain pass- 
es, which could easily be 
blocked by artillery. While 
Estrada does not say so, the 
Spanish army has been no- 
toriously 
bad for m a n y

found it so in 1898, and if 
anything it has degenerated 
since then. No evidence has 
been presented to suggest 
essential improvement.

This point brings 
to the fore a controversy be- 
tween some welfare organi- 
zations and broadcasting in- 
dustry officials. The former 
would have all programs 
suited to the youthful mind, 
and the latter bring up the 
practical matters of sponsor- 
ship and the adult audience. 


As a matter of fact, re- 


sponsibility as the effect of 
television on children is di- 
vided between the program 
director and the parent, with 
the scales weighted heavily 
on the side of the parent. It 
is right to expect the broad- 
casting stations to make an 
effort to 
keep unsuitable 


material, off the air during 
the early evening hours, in 
television as in other radio, 
and keep all programs up to 
a high standard. 


Parental authority should 


be used to determine how 
long a child should look and 
listen and to ex jrcise proper 
supervision over the pro- 
grams viewed in the family 
living room. Parents also 
should be able to guide ap- 
propriate division of time 
between television and oth- 
er divisions, on the one hand, 
and school wo/k and other 
home activities on the other.

Peace In Palestuu 
Arab Looters Of Israel Were Hired 
By Faruk, Observer Tells Methodists

A Christian minister who knows 


Israel like a book declared here 
Thursday night that Palestine's 
recent Holy War was waged by 
foreigners who looted, plundered 
and destroyed while on "errands 
of mischief" for Egyptian King 
Faruk. 
"It was not the Palestinian Arab, 


because in Palestine the Jews and 
Arabs don't hate each other," said 
the Rev. Dr. Theodore Jackman, 
who addressed some 120 persons 
at a meeting of the First Methodist 
Church Men's Dinner Club. 
Declaring that Arabs from six 
states were hired to Invade the 
Holy Land, Jackman said the 
small Jewish army withstood 
the attacks, some of which were 
led by top-ranklr.s British offic- 
ers. 
, 


King Faruk had promised to. 


make a certain prominent Arab 
the spiritual leader of the Mos- 
lems when Palestine was conquer- 
ed, Jackman said. The speaker 
then 
related this Arab's 
back- 


ground, which among many evil 
things, Included collaboration with 
Germany and Turkey 
in 
World 


War I, friend of Mussolini and Hit- 
ler In World War H, a murderer 
pardoned by the British. He was 
on the payroll of Adolf Hitle while 
broadcasting to the Arabic world 
appeals for it to join 
the 
fight 
against America and the Democ- 
racies, Jackman said. 
All during these war years, 
Jackman 
continued, 
6,000,000 


Jews were killed, 1,250,000 of them 
children under 12 years of age. 
It was after all this bloodshed 


and crimes that King Faruk an- 
nounced this Arab would be leader 
of the Moslems. 


Today, Jackman said, there Is 


peace in Palestine. They have an 
honest government, 
he 
related, 


quoting passages from the state 
of Israel's constitution. 


The speaker compared the Arab 
with the "Wetback" so well known 
n Texas. Both seek 
land, and find it. 
a promised 


'There are as many Arabs who 


are illegal Immigrants In Palestine 
as there art Jews," declared Jack- 
man.Turning to the present, Jackman 
said "there Is only one way tha 
United Nations can international- 
ize Jerusalem, and that is to kill 
every Jew there." 
He charged that the Interna. 


tlonlllzatlon proposal was back- 
ed by Russia';) Premier Stalin and 
the Roman Catholic Fope. 
Following his address Jackman 


showed 'a movie of Palestine and 
its people, who he said are "the 
same people as those in Texas or 
San .Francisco—subjected' to tha 
same passions as you." 


"The thing that opened my eyes 


more than anything else was that 
on the shores of the Galilee, Jews 
opende their medical clinics to ad- 
minister to ailing Arabs," he said, 
emphasizing that the conflicts In 
the Holy nation are instigated by 
the outside world. 


Jackman said he had spent IT 
years In Palestine and loved the 
people there. He announced ha 
plans to build a home In Israel, 
"where they grow oranges—not 
Sunklst marbles." 
He compared the nation 
with 


California, climatically. 


While introducing the speaker, 


Dr. Erwin F. Bohmfalk, First Me- 
thodist pastor, said Jackman was 
a minister of the Disciples Chris- 
tian church, that he went to Pal- 
estine "entirely on his own" and 
recently returne'd for visits in Am- 
erica.

The 1940 census of housing enu- 
merated 37,325,470 dwelling units. 
The 1950 census of housing Is ex- 
pected to reveal an estimated In- 
crease of about 8,000,000 units 
to 
an approximate total of 45,000,000, 
units. 


Some Vacant Then 


Of 
the 
units counted In 1940, 
about 34,000,000 were occupied at 
:he time of the census, April 1, and 
nearly 2,500,000 were reported va- 
cant. Because of an unbated de- 
mand for more housing, the 
in- 
crease in the number of occupied 
units Is expected to exceed even 
:he record increase in total num- 
aer of units, and will have a bear- 
ing on the number of vacant units 
reported as compared with ,1940. 


No national housing census was 
aken before 1940, so the number 
of vacant dwelling units has never 
>een ascertained for earlier years. 
Families Counted 
Prior to 1940, the decennial cen- 
sus did not enumerate 
dwelling 
units as such but the number of 


families, as defined for the earlier 
censuses, is nearly 
synonymous 
with that of 
occupied 
dwelling 
units. 


The number of occupied dwell- 
ing units (families) as reported for 
each census from 1890 and their

prove the -fairness of the estate 
and gift laws." 


As an example of what he had 


ln~mlnd there, Mr. Truman said 
that if a man leaves an estate of 
$300,000 to a wife and three chil- 
dren, the estate must pay a tax 
of $17,500. 


But a man of the »ame wealth 


he said, could give $180,000 
to 
hit family over a five-year per- 
iod, leave an eetate of $120,000 
and there would be no taxes. 
Spread out that way, the gifts 


would be tax exempt. The 'remain- 
ing $120,000 would be under the 
$60.000 estate exemption 
($60,000 


to the widow and $60,000 to the 
three children). 


The mcsage avoided many details 


in the proposed tax legislation, 
leaving this to be filled in later 
by the treasury department. 


However, the President made it 


plain that he would veto any tax 
cut that does not at the same time 
bring' In new revenue to make up 
the loss. 
. In his 4,500-word message, the 
President discussed at considera- 
ble length "shocking" 
loopholes 


which he said allow some persons 
and Interests to escape millions in 
Texas. 
As one example, he said that 


"under preeent law producers of 
motion pictures and their star 
players have attempted to avoid 
taxes by creating temporary cor- 
porations which are dissolved af- 
ter making one film."

Free School Food 
Not To End, Says 
Corsicana Agent 


Shipment of surplus commodities 


for use in school lunch rooms will 
not be stopped as erroneously re- 
ported in recent news stories orig- 
inating in Dallas. 
This was made clear Friday by 
District Food Distribution Agent 
J. C. Watson after a communica- 
tion from government officials. 


Certain perishable commodities 
will not be shipped 
freight-free, 
Watson explained, but otherwise 
shipments 
will be made in the 


usual manner. 
The report was out that the gov- 
ernment had "halted" shipment of 
surplus goods 
to 
school lunch 


rooms. 
Actually what was done is this: 
School lunch foods that are per- 


ishable and surplus will not be 
shipped unless the school pays 
the freight bill. 
Certain foods 
were placed in this category, 
known as "section 
416 
foods." 
These foods have not been deter- 
mined as yet, except potatoes. 


•• It was announced that potatoes 
henceforth would be shipped sub- 
ject to the receiver's payment of 
freight charges. 
Other foods are 


expected to be taken from the gov- 
ernment's other two sections—32 
and 6—and placed in section 416, 
Watson said. 
The government's action regard- 


ing potatoes, however, will have lit- 
tle effect on Navarro county and 
the five 
other 
counties 
served 


through Watson's district distribu- 
tion office. 
And here's why: 
The district has four carloads 


of potatoes in 
Corsicana 
now 
ready for distribution and three 
carloads hi Dallas—all received 
freight-free prior to the govern- 
ment's new regulation. 
It is possible, though, that lunch 
prices in schools may be increased 
slightly should many more foods 
be placed in the same class with 
potatoes, Watson said. 
Among the foods expected to be 
classed along with potatoes—and 
consequently 
shipped 
at 
the 
school's expense—are dried beans, 
dried fruit and apples. But this 
is not known as yet. 
"The whole thing means we'll 
have to pay the freight on certain 
goods from where they're stored," 
reported Watson. He added that the 
commodities still will be available 
for shipment. 
Counties served from the local 
distribution agency are Navarro, 
Ellis, Henderson, Dallas, Kaufman 
and Van Zandt. 
There are 17 agencies In 
the 


state. 
School Teachers 
Receive Census 
Bureau Handbook 


The United States Bureau of Cen- 


•us has distributed 75,000 copies of 
a pamphlet 
entitled "We Count 
in 1950" to school teachers in all 
parts of the nation for classroom 
use in conductinga a study course 
on the 17th decennial census. 


Described as "a handbook on the 
federal census prepared for teach- 
ers in elementary and secondary 
schools," the publication has been 
issjued by the census bureau with 
the joint sponsorship of the Nation- 
al Council for Social Studies. Con- 
sultants from the National Educa- 
tion association and the federal of- 
fice of education assisted in plan- 
ning the census study project. 
• The booklet gives the census-tak- 
ing in the United States, describes 
the work of the census bureau and 
the use made of census statistics, 
and suggest classroom activities for 
both elementary and high school 
pupils.

Methodist Parley Reveals Problem Of 
Getting Today's Youth Inside Church

Getting a youth to church Is 


proving difficult in this fast-chang- 
ing world of social revolution, de- 
legates from ten Methodist church 
conferences were told at the op- 
ening session of a three-day sem- 
inar here Friday 
"We get them all dressed up— 


and no place to go," commented 
Rev. Earl Cunningham of Nash- 
ville, Tenn., who is 
director 
of 


leadership education. 


Needs of youth—the way they- 


're thinking now-a-days—and the 
kinds of adult counselors neces- 
sary were aired by an Interrac- 
ial group of over 40 representa- 
tives from three states 
The delegates, ten of them ne- 


groes, arrived in Corsicana Friday 
from conferences all over Texas, 
West Oklahoma and Louisiana, 


Following a dinner at 6 p. m. in 


the First Methodist church educa- 
tional building, Cunningham open- 
ed the seminar by asking the ques- 
tion: "Why is It important that we 
have trained adult workers with 
youth?" 


Here are some of the answers 


presented by negro delegates: 


"I think it Is Important because 


vouth is much more complex now 
than in the cast generation. Youth 
must be prepared to live In a dif- 
ferent world—a world of 
social 


revolution, family disorganization, 
moral issues." 


Another said: "The population 


Is so much more urban, and many 
vouths are not adjusted to urban 
society." 


One suggested that among, youth 


there exists a "conflict of distin- 
i?ulshinir the good .and there is a 
need of guidance to thwart con- 
fusion." 


A negress pointed out the need 


to "make our teaching relevant 
to the time In which we live." 


Other comments on the need 


of trained adult workers brought 
out divided homes which create 
Insecurity, the neceslty of teach- 
ing more about how to live now 
—not tomorrow—the realization 
that youth today is thinking, and 
better understanding of youth. 
Cunningham's next question was 


"What kind of adult worker do 
we need?" 


The response emphasized that 


counselors must love and under- 
stand youngsters, be trained, have 
faith in God, possess a sense of 
humor, and have individual Inter- 
ests in .youth groups. 


Cunningham quoted results of a 


church poll which stressed the lack 
of competent adult leadership that 
understands youths and their com- 
plicated lives. 


"In recent years," said the min- 


ister, 
"youth 
has 
found 
itself 


searching for spiritual calm" be- 
causfi of the war and postwar re- 
adjustment period. 


Parents, the school and church 


should co-operate more fully 
in 


developing the spiritual 
life 
of 


youth, the delegates agreed. 


At one point. Cunningham In- 


timated strongly a wish for relig- 
ious training In schools, because 


irlstlan 
education 
has 
been 


dropped by schools 
and homes 


and left up to the church entire- 
ly- 
Following the discussion, a movie 


on "Student Teaching" was shown. 
It stressed understanding of mal- 
adjusted youths, presented a di- 
agnostic approach and finally a 
remedial program.

varro Junior College football team, held at the Corsicana 
Country Club, Thursday night. The Sam Daiches' awards 
to the best bads and lineman were presented, and the 140 
in attendance saw a color movie of the Texas-Baylor foot- 
ball game. 


Price, a former Corsicanan, said* 
school's athletic participation is 


not the only extra curricular prog- 
gram offered, but It was one of 
the best to develop and train the 
male students. 


Speaking of the senior schools 


he said: "The great man hunt is 
on. The senior colleges arc look- 
ing over junior colleges and high 
schools for men who will be play- 
ing In the next few years." 
The Daiches' award went to Bil- 


ly Hopson, voted the best back, and 
to James Bradley, chosen as the 
beat lineman. The recipients were 
voted the trophies by their team- 
mates. 
The Daiches 
basketball 


trophy for the most outstanding 
NJC basketball player of this sea- 
son was shown. Abe Goldberg an- 
nounced the award winners and 
presented the trophies. 
Recruiting Athletes 


Leading into his talk on the re- 


cruiting of athletes, Price spoke 
about the recent trouble within the 
NCAA. He said 
the 
dissension 


arose, not from recruiting, but in 
the methods used and the amount 
of subsidy offered. 


"Recruiting," he said, "is. an old 


custom. Even churches resort to 
this method when they have a va- 
cancy to fill. They offer all they 
can for the best man to fill the 
pulpit." 


Price said the interesting of ath- 


letes to a certain 
schol 
involves 


two things, recruiting and subsidy. 


In recruiting, we get a boy to 


visit the schol so he can look it 
over, study the courses offered 
and meet those he'll be associat- 
ing with. Ex-students do a big 
part in getting athletes interest- 
ed in the various schools. 
, 


"This is 99 per cent of the pro- 
gram," he said. 


"The subsidy, scholarship, grant 


in aid or athletic 
scholarship 
is 


secondary in nature," he added. 


He divided the subsidies into two 


classes—one-year 
and 
four-year 


scholarships. 


The first plan, he explained, is 


offered a boy and the athlete is not 
required to aid the athletic pro- 
gram during the first year. But, 
he added, he must make good in 
the athletic field he has chosen in 
the remaining years—that is con- 
tribute 
to the 
program—or the 


grant stops. 


"Very few boys, given one-year 


grants in the Southwest conference 
are ever dropped," he stated. 


The four-year plan, where the 


athlete is guaranteed his education, 
is the most popular, he said, and 
more and more schools are coining, 
to it. 


"You can understand that these 


youths are carefully selected and 
thoroughly looked over before a 
scholarship i*, offered," he added. 


Price said when a boy is con- 


tacted to enroll in a school he is ad- 
vised to choose a school in which 
he can get an education 
in the 


fjeld he is interested in. 
' And also, that the boy la urged 
to attend a school in 
his home 


state or the state where he intends 
to live after graduation. 
"There's no sense In having a 


boy go to school In one state and 
then settle in another. He'll lose 
all the friends and contacts he 
hag made," Price explained. 
A college, the line coach said, is 


interested primarily In an athlete 
who will "stay the route." The day 
of the tramp athlete is over. 


"There are many reasons why a 


boy chooses a school," the speaker 
declared, "and many times It's be- 
cause of friends or relatives In the 
town, or friends already in school. 


"Once we had a fine athlete 


choose Texas because he liked 
the food." 
Price pointed out that all ath- 


letes are not college men. They are 
expected to keep up in their school 
work and to fit into the college's 
program. 


Praising athletics as the best ex- 


tra-curricular subject, Price said: 


"In athletics, a boy gets to 


know what comnetltlton means, 
he learns sportsmanship, team- 
work, co-operation and to take 
it." 
At the conclusion of his talk he 


showed the Texas-Baylor film and 
furnished comments on the movie.
